Jury Summons Prison Parole 
Board to Appear Before It 
Next Monday 








“Where are the records in the 
Alford case?” 

George A. Van Smith, president 
of the State Board of Prison Di- 
‘rectors, asserts that the official 
transcript of the case was for- 
warded, or ordered forwarded, to 
the district attorney when Fred 
BE. Alford, the ex-city manager of 
Ontario, was paroled on Jan. 8. 

Chief Deputy District Attorney 
M. O. Hert, who asked to be heard 
when Alford’s case came before 
the parole board, declares that 
“the district attorney has not 
been furnished with a whole rec- 
ord nor any part of it.” 


issue Before Jurors Monday 

This issue will probably be sub- 
mitted before the grand jury next 
Monday when the probe of the Al- 
ford parole opens. Although the 
entire parole board has been sub- 
poenaed to testify, Mr. Van Smith 
yesterday ascribed the ealling of 
the officials as outcroppings of 
“petty personal politics” and add- 
ed that “if convenignt and neces- 
sary,- probably some, member of 
the board will respond to the 
grand jury’s invitation.” 

Mr. Van Smith reiterated his 
previous statement that “the dis- 
trict attorney and all other offic- 
ials interested + official rec- 
ords of what the board did.’ 

This angle, with its denial by 
the prosecutor, yesterday develop- 
ed into an imminent question in 
the probe. 

Alford Worked in Offices 

Where are the records? 

Fred E.. Alford, while confined 
to San Quentin for 18 months for 
the asserted theft of $80,000, was 
employed in the offices at San 
Quentin, Whether he had access 
to the prison board’s records is 
another issue that will come be- 
fore the grand jury. The jury 
has asked that~ the official copy 
of the records be brought to the 
city. 

“I do not doubt the sincerity of 
Mr. Van Smith's statement that 
the records were ordered forward- 
ed to our office,” said Mr. Hert. 
“I am not casting a single asper- 
sion against any member of the 
poard, but the fact is, neverthe- 
less, that the records of the case 
were not received in our office. 
I. also understand that Sheriff 
shay also did not receive any rec- 
ard of Alford’s being paroled. I 
cannot understand it, particularly 
in view of Mr. Van Smith's © state- 
ment.” 

Official Says Record Issued 

Mr. Van Smith early in the 
~week addressed a letter to Mayor 
Willard D. Ball of Ontario, ex 
plaining that Alford’s two 10-year 
gentences were not to run con- 
secutively, as generally believed. 
but were to run concurrently. The 


narole board said that Alford’s 
sentence was not fixed at eight 
and one-half years, but at four 
vears, and later the parole was 
issued. 

The letter was forwarded by 
Mavor Ball to Mr. Hert.

COUNTY’S SHARE OF 


GAS TAX $51,076.43 





San Bernardino County’s share 
of the $2,837,72.42 apportioned to 
the counties of the state from mo- 
tor vehicle fees collected during 
the period beginning Feb. 1, 1924, 
and ending Feb. 1, 1925, amounted 
to $51,076.43, according to figures 
made public by the Division of 
Motor Vehicles today. Compared 
with San Bernardino County’s ap- 
portionment from fees collected by 
the state, Riverside County receiv- 
ed a total of $34,181.57, while Kern 
County received $47,098.13. These 
funds are used only for road re- 
pair and maintenance purposes, 
and not for building new roads. 

The smallest allotment to a 
eounty in the state went to Alpine 
County, with $88.93 as its share. 
Los Angeles received the greatest 
apportionment with $1,233,793.98 
allotted.

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Inauguration Procedure 


HE inauguration of a President is of great interest to | 
‘T every citizen of the nation. The method of procedure is 
as follows: A Presidena is inaugurated every four years 
on March 4th. The inaugural proceedings follow imme- 
diately after twelve o’clock meridian, at which time every two 
years a Congress adjourns. There are two phases to the in- 


oaths of office, this is {he only essential one, the other is the 
civic celebration. The Senate, a continuing body, is always 
convened by its outgoing president in a special session; at the 
moment of ogicial adjournment of the old Congress the Senate 
at onee convenes under the proclamation of the President in its 
special session, then the formal ceremonies of swearing in the 
Vice President and new members of the Senate, for one-third 
of that body is elected every two years. The Vice President 
directs the sergeant-aq-arms to carry out the orders of the Sen- 
ate for the inauguration of the President of the United States. 
The President-elect, who is escorted by the Chief Justice of the 
United States, associated justices of the Supreme Court, the 
joint committee on arrangements composed of three Senato?s 
and three members of the House of Representatives, proceeds 
to he platform erected at the east front of the Capi‘el. Follow- 
ing the presidential party are members of the diplomatic corps, 
the official representatives of nations, the general of 4he army, 
chief of naval operations, chief of staff of the army, the com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, members of the Senate headed 
the Vice President; the sergeant-at-arms and ‘he secretary 
of the Senate, members of the Ilouse of Representatives led by 
the Speaker and clerk and other guests of the Senate. The 
marshal of the Supreme Court carries a Bible which is placed 
on a stand in frony of the President-elect, who opens it at any 
-point he may desire. The Chief Justice administers the oath 
prescribed in the Constitution, which is the only oath prescrib- 
ed in the Constitution fo rany The other officials take 
yhe oaths prescribed in the statutes, the President taking the 
oath preseribed in the Constitution.
